Brainstorms

The interest in the hospital has literally come out of the 
woodwork this past week. We have gotten more calls than we 
could possibly count, and more folks stopping us on the street 
asking questions about the city and/or hospital than any time 
in recent history. Whatever the ultimate outcome of the city’s 
funding problem, we are confident that local citizens will be 
better informed and therefore better citizens. 


Probably the most misunderstood item in the whole deal is 
the one-cent sales tax passed on September 10, 1957, ‘‘for 
exclusive use of the hospital.’’ Collection of the tax actually 
began on October 1 of that year, and those backing the 
proposal promised the people it would be repealed when the 
hospital was built and mortgages paid. Technically this was 
done, as the city council at that time rescinded the tax and 
re-imposed it the same night as revenue for the General 
Fund. Twice since then they have earmarked part of the sales 
tax for hospital/nursing home. First, to build the nursing 
home and then to expand the hospital (northeast wing). 
Presently NO TAX DOLLARS are going to the Elba General 
Hospital, but the commitment to the present expansion is due 
and will be due for the next 25 years. 


We are now hearing some talk of the city’s funding of the 
various services offered to the local citizens. This is healthy 
until we realize that some are ‘‘choosing sides’’ between local 
support of schools vs. medical services. To this country boy, 
we need both, and there is no latitude to choose between the 
two. If we have a problem with one, then solve it. If we have 
a problem with the other, solve it; however, if we have a 
problem of funding ALL SERVICES with the present income, 
the problem is a city problem of all the citizens, and not a 
school or hospital problem. 


Researching the background to the fact Elba has a hospital 
this week we noted several unusual things. Mayor at the time 
many of the decisions were being made to secure a hospital 
was H.C. Taylor. Herschel, who died last week, was active in 
promoting the sales tax, active in working out the details for 
the federal grant, and wrote several open letters reprinted in 
this newspaper pointing out the many advantages to having a 
local hospital. Personally this country boy wishes Mr. Taylor 
were here today to guide me through the maze that has been 
created by the announcement that city funds were running 
short. 


Well, the truckers’ strike is over. Actually, the violence has 
stopped (most of the truckers kept rolling). We saw an 
editorial cartoon of a person on the overpass shooting at a 
moving truck. The wording underneath said something to the 
effect ‘‘we ain't gonna let those government folks kill us.’’ 
Well, they are right - if they commit suicide, then no one else 
can kill them. The tax they were upset over does not become 
effective all at once, being phased in over several years. This 
means to me that they have ample time to work with the 
Congress for changes without all this striking and violence. 


Improvements in our commnunity cannot be accomplished by 
any one person or group -- it will take cooperation of all 
citizens. Last week the Chamber of Commerce got the official 
word that Elba had been approved as a Prepared City. At the 
early morning meeting where the announcement was made, 
the number of local people who must be actively involved was 
very low. One city official, a. couple of industrial board 
members who happen to also be active Chamber officials, and 
most (not all) Chamber of Commerce officials were there. 
Now the world didn’t come to an end because they weren't 
present - and some probably had good reasons - but we will 
continue to step on toes as long as people who have accepted 
responsibility fail to show commitment on _ those 
responsibilities. 


We thought Jimmy Holley had succeeded in returning Coffee 
County to a single legislative district until we read the print 
and discovered that another bill was substituted, and lo and 
behold - we are still divided. For this we owe thanks to 
Representative James Salser of Ozark and the majority of the 
House of Representatives. Maybe the Senate will make some 
changes and give us another chance. Actually we would 
rather the federal courts not get into the matter, even if we do 
remain divided. 


The Elba Chamber of Commerce is planning several activities 
to promote Elba and benefit local folks. One is a bass 
tournament being looked into for Saturday, April 9. If Pea 
River can hold 50 bass boats without flooding its banks, 
apparently the project will go forward. Actually we are a bit 
interested in the proposed $500 prize ourself and sure hope 
Harry Jacobs and company don't try using us to bail water or 
something! 


There is a lot of excitement running around the Ft. Rucker 
area over the announcement that Army Aviation will become 
a separate command, much as armor, transportation, etc. are 
today. We don’t fully understand the plans and haven't 
found anyone who does; but if it is better for the country and 
better for Coffee County - then we are for it 100 percent!

Cardiopulmonary Resus- 
citation or CPR is a combina- 
tion of procedures to restore 
life to persons who have 
stopped breathing and who 
have no detectable heart- 
beat. The procedure 
involves opening air 
passages by tilting the head: 
backwards and creating a 
heartbeat by applying 
pressure directly to the 
heart. 

It is estimated that 300 
lives a day could be saved if 
everyone knew CPR and 
another life saving procedure 
called the Heimlich 
maneuver. This method is 
used to restore free breath- 
ing to choking persons by 
dislodging food out of the 
trachea. The first step is to 
administer four quick blows 
on the back, directly between 
the shoulder. If this does not 
work circle the victim with 
your arms and holding one 
hand inside the other give 
thursts or squeeze to the 
upper abdomen and the 
lower rib cage. If the food 
does not dislodge repeat the 
procedure. If victim is lying 
on his back, open the mouth 
and sweep your fingers 
inside to clear anything that 
maybe obstructing air. If 
this does not work turn 
person on his side and 
administer the back blows

You see, the 
question is not whether it is 
right or wrong, but ‘‘Does it 
build me up?”’ If 1 do these 
things, what effect will it 
have on others? Will it harm 
them? By my doing this 
thing, will others be induced 
to do it and allow it to 
become sin in their lives? 
Remember, the Bible says, 
‘No man liveth to himself 
nor dieth to himself.’’ God 


grant that we would never do 
anything that would bring 
harm to someone else. We do 


have a responsibility to 
others. 

Paul says in Romans

Can we afford to 
protect the valuable topsoil 
of our country? If we were 
the last generation on earth, 
probably not, but because we 
hope we are not the last 
generation-our children and 
their children need a future, 
then the answer is definitely 
YES, we have to afford 
conservation. However, in 
times of recession, the 
tendency is to cut corners 
and cost, and this also means 
trosion control practices too. 
Our farmers have to continue 
to perform those practices 
that reduce erosion, 
otherwise, they are cutting 
short the potential 
production of our country. 


The Soil Conservation 
Service is encouraging 
farmers to evaluate each 


erosion control practice and 
select those practices that 


are cost effective. Some 
practices such as contour 
farming cost very little 


monetarily and vet can 
reduce erosion in half. 
Residue management- 
retaining crop residue on the 
surface of the soil is another 
cost effective practice that 
protects the soil during the 
winter months. Basically 
these‘ two practices cost less 
than five dollars per acre and 
can reduce erosion in 
conventional tillage systems 
very significantly. 

Minimum tillage or no till

planting systems are also 
very cost effective erosion 
control practices.

SS No. Required 
For Food Stamps 


The Coffee County Depast- 
ment of Pensions and Secur- 
ity has put into effect a new 
federal rule ceqeiing 
applicants and recipients 
food stamps to provide social 
security numbers to the 
county food stamp office. 
Refusal or even inability to 
supply the numbers can 
result in disqualification 
from the food stamp pro- 
gram. 


The rule, issued by the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture, became effective 
February 1. The regulation 
applies nationwide and is the 
result of Congressional 


ameadments to the federal 


Food Stamp Act. 
The rule requires anyone 


applying for food stamps to 


provide social security num- 
bers for all household mem- 
bers in order to qualify for 
stamps. Those already 
receiving stamps must 
supply social security num- 
bers, if not already on file 
with the food stamp office, 
the next time the family’s 
eligibility is reviewed.

security numbers of many of 
the individuals benefitting 
from food stamps in the 
county. Up until February, 
the federal government 
required the states to obtain 
social security numbers for 
some recipients, including all 
of those over 18 years old. 


*Many families won't have 
social security numbers for 
all members of the house- 
hold, especially for the 
children,’ Smith said. ‘The 
family can apply for the 
numbers at the Social 
Security Administration, or 


they can get help in applying 
at the county food stamp 
office. 

Household members must 
bring verification of identity 
when applying for a social 
security number, whether at 
the food stamp office or the 


Social Security Administra- 
tion. 

A birth certificate or 
another record of birth is 
needed, as well as one other 
form of identification. A 
child's certificate of school 
attendance, for example, 
would suffice for the extra 
documentation. 


‘We don't want anyone to 


lose eligibility for food 
stamps because they can't 
give us a social security 


number,’ the director said. 
‘Disqualification will result, 


however, if the numbers are 
not supplied, so we want 
people to be aware of this 
new rule.’ 

If the household does not 
provide social security num- 
bers for any family mem- 
bers at all, the entire house- 
hold can be disqualified.

PRUNING MUSCADINES 
You can prune muscadine 
grapes (scuppernongs) 
anytime from the first killing 
frost until just before growth 


begins in the spring. But if 


you wait until early spring, 
your plants will bleed. This 
may disturb you. Perhaps 
the term should be changes 
to weeping. Weeping 
doesn't hurt anyone -- not 
even grapes. It is better to 
prune late than not to prune 
at all even if the plants ween. 


In pruning muscadines, 

remove all aan canes (limbs) 

from the trunk. 

Also, cut all one-year-old 

wood back to two or three 

buds and remove dead and 
diseased wood. 


CABBAGE PRODUCTION 

I have seen some good 
looking cabbage transplants 
this spring. I know many of 
you will be putting these 
plants out soon. Cabbage 
required a lot of fertilizer. 
Use 5 pounds of 8-8-8 (2% 
quarts) at planting and 
sidedress with one pint of 
ammonium nitrate when 
plants are growing. This is 
per 100 feet of row. 

Worms will probably be 
the imsect problem in 
cabbage production. Thuri- 
cide, Dipel or Biotrol can be 
used to control worms on 
cabbage. These are very, 
safe.

Crowd Meets With 
Elba City Council 


It was standing room only Monday 
evening as the Elba City Council 
convened for its regular bi-monthly 
meeting. Forty-three citizens, in 
addition to two regular radio reporters 
and this newspaper, were present as the 
city officials heard comments from the 
public on needs of the community. 

While the majority of those present 
were prompted to attend by previous 
statements at council meetings con- 
cerning the hospital, a group of 
residents of the Curtis cutoff area 
presented a petition with 200 names 
urging a sewer line be installed from 
Kleinert’s out 7/10 mile. This would 
afford sewer service to 14 homes and a 
major church. Assistant Attorney 
General Milton Belcher, whose parents 
and grandparents live in the area 
mentioned, was spokesman for the 
group and read the petition calling for 
the extended sewer line. 

Belcher was: promised that city 
officials would study the proposal along 
with the city engineer, and determine a 
cost prior to making a decision. Belcher 
also requested that he be so informed if 
the council felt they couldn't afford the 
cost, and he would work with the city 
officials to secure funding for the 
project. 

Mrs. Gail Stephens addressed the 
council on the subject of the hospital. 
She spoke from a prepared statement 
and reviewed the history of the funding 
of the Elba General Hospital from sales 
tax of 1957 up to the sales tax ordinance 
of 1980. She expressed concern over 
the lack of adequate funding for the 
hospital, and stated she felt the 
ordinance passed by the city council in 
1980 required them to start funding the 
expansion debt at the rate of $5875 
a month. Stephens quoted from a sales 
tax ordinance ecarmarking ‘‘up to 
$75,000 a year to the hospital,’’ and 
asked why it hadn’t been funded. 

Mayor Bob English reviewed the 
recent findings of Mrs. Frances 
Trammell, who researched the matter 
for the city council. He noted that the 
city was actually ‘‘ahead of the game’! 
on the $141,000 reserve fund, even 
though it was in a city account rather 
than in an account of the Hospital 
Authority. English noted that these 
funds would be transferred to the 
Authority as the CD's matured during 
the coming weeks and months. 

English stated that the Elba City 
Council was committed to having the 
best medical and educational facilities 
of any community the size of Elba, and 
is seeking ways to fund these services. 

English said the three alternatives 
he listed two weeks ago have been 
expanded by other suggestions 
presently being looked into, and he 


noted he was adding the suggestion of 
Mrs. Stephens that 1000 citizens be 
contacted to give $100 each with a credit 
reserve if they ever need hospital 
confinement. English promised a town 
meeting as soon as some plan for 
funding the services is formulated. 

Mrs. Stephens said, ‘‘We abhor 
(the idea of) selling the hospital after we 
have paid for it.’’ 

Dr. Jim Boyce publicly thanked Mrs. 
Stephens and those who helped her 
assemble her information, and noted 
that the citizens of Elba would profit 
from the exchange of information. 

English explained: that the delay in 
the project and subsequent delay in 


‘issuing of the FHA bonds was the 


reason the reserve fund was delayed 
until June 24 of last year, the day of 
actual sale of the bonds. 

Mrs. Linda Boyce addressed the 

ouncil and said she felt the recent 
public attention and lack of knowledge 
of the tax funds makes it seem as if the 
hospital is a burden on the city. She 
stated that the general public is not 
aware that no tax funds are being used 
to operate the hospital. 

Following the discussion about the 
hospital, the council took a ten-minute 
break, allowing the visitors to leave 
without disturbing the remainder of the 
mecting, and council members time to 
get a cup of coffee, 

Mayor English reported that the city 
departments were operating normally, 
equipment was in fairly good shape, 
and no major projects were underway. 
He stated briefly that there had been 
some personnel problems, but he had 
rectified those and would discuss them 
with councilmen privately if they 
weren't aware of the problems. 

The council meets again on March 7 
at 6 p.m.

Eseapees Recaptured 


Two escapees from the Elba Work 
Release Center were recaptured on 
Thursday, February 17, on Interstate 6S 
in Morgan County by Alabama state 
troopers. 

The escapees - Jimmy Carr, age 26, 
and Albert Sitz, age 30 - reportedly 
walked away from the Elba facility 
between 8:35 p.m. and 9:30 p.m., on 
Wednesday night, February 16, and 
stole a wrecker truck at an Elba car lot. 
The duo apparently went to Opp, where 
they stole a pickup truck at a service 
station and then headed to north 
Alabama. 

Local law enforcement officials 
began searching for the escapees at 
9:30 p.m., with the search centering 
around Ozark, the home of both 
inmates. The search continued 
throughout the night and the next day
